Washington, April 16.—(Special.)—Illinois 
men here do not believe that Carlisle's 
epeech will be effective in stemming the 
free coinage tide in Illinois. Even Senator 
Palmer, the cuckoo senator, admits that 
Illinois will send a free coinage delegation 
to the democratic convention. ‘ 

Mr. Cleveland has looked trpon ‘[linois 
as the pivotal state; could that be saved, 
he believed the convention would be for 
gold, and it has been his latest plan, agreed 
upon when Whitney was here, ‘to put out 
ex-Governor Russell, of Massachusetts, as 
the administration’s candidate. 

Today all the gold men practically admit 
that the convention will declare for free 

* coinage and everybody is now talking can- 
didates. Candidates galore are coming out. 
Tillman and Biand are the extremist can- 
didates, neither of these men, huowever, 
have a chance today. 

Boies, of lowa, is looked upon as the most 
available man. He is recognized as a 
strong man, conservative in all things, 
honest and a consistent advocate of the 
free coinage of both metals. 

Certain it is that the free coinage dem- 
ocrats will coniro!l the Chicago convention. 
That being practically settled, there will 
secon be candidates in great numbers for 
the honors. We shall also soon see a letter 
from Mr. Cleveland in which he will say 
he is not a candidate for renomination. 

As to Adjournment. 

Speaker Reed and his friends in the house 
are counting upon adjournment of con- 
gress about the middle of May.

A Favorable Report. 

The senate judiciary has agreed to report 
favorably the proposition to erect a federal 
prison in the southern judicial circuit. 
When the report is made it will go to the 
appropriation committce, to be incorvorat- 
ed in one of the supply bills. Senator Ba- 
con thinks there will be no trouble with 
the project in the senate. There may be 
difficulty in the house, owing to Reed's 
cheese paring policy, in vivid contrast to 
the course of the majority when he was 
speaker in the fifty-first congress. 

Much Business To Attend To. 

Though congress has almost concluded 
the appropriation bills it has much business 
yet to be attended to. The Nicaragua canal 
bill has been put forward again, and the 
Pacific railroad funding bill is pending and 
must be acted upon in some way at this 
session, or else the mortgages on the road 
will be foreclosed.

‘The statement is absurd on the face of 
it. We are doing nothing of the kind, 
and as far as the state of Georgia is con- 
cerned, | have not the slightest idea who 
will be elected as delegates to the Chicago 
convention, nor do I care so long as the 
men chosen are in favor of the restoration 
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Of silver to the position it occupied at the 
time of its demonetization. The friends of 
Silver here are naturally interested in the 
Progress of the fight for its restoration and 
we are delighted with the reports received 
from Alabama, Missouri, Georgia, Ten- 
hessee and other southern states. As for 
interfering in the choice of delegates, the 
Statement is too absurd to dignify with 
denial.

THE GOVERNOR SAYS HE ELAS | 


NEVER CHANGED. 


Has Always Been for Free Coinage. 
Contrary Reports Are Foolish, 
IS: Says.

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Knoxville, Tenn., April 16.—(Special.)— 
Ex-Governor Robert L. Taylor, who is 
about to be elected governor again, was 
in Knoxville today and gave out the fol- 
lowing interview, which is his first state- 
ment of the campaign made to the press: 

“T have gone right along with mf work 
and was never a candidate for the office, 
but I determined that if my people wanted 
me to make the race that I would, if call- 
ed, take it, and win. If I am the nomi- 
nee I would prefer H. Clay Evans be the 
republican nominee. He has got an idea 
that he has been injured and that the peo- 
ple of Tennessee are for him for governor. 
I want to show him how badly. he is mis- 
taken. Clay is a brainy, smart sort of a 
fellow, but he is a little off in his ideas as 
to whom the people want for governor.” 

“By how much will you carry the state 
in event you are nominated amd make the 
race ?’’. 

“Oh, by thirty or forty thousand votes.” 

“What will be the issues in the cam- 
paign?’’ 

“That will have to be determined by the 
democrats of the state, Whatever is put in 
the 'platrerin’pythe democrats of _the 
state will be the iSsue. 1. do not. propose 
to let Mr. Evans or Mr. Anybody [lse say 
what shall be the issues of the campaign 
so far as the democrats of the state are 
concerned.”’ 

“What about the issue of the late guber- 
natorial contest, which will be made an 
issue by the republicans?’ 

“That is a matter of the past. I have 
not read one line of the three or four 
letters that were printed by the state on 
the subject and I doubt if any one else 
has mastered the situation in the case. 
The people want to take up the issues 
that confront us today and that will have 
to be met and not brood over what has 
been done in the past. It is rather a 
campaign of the busy present and the 
glorious future than a campaign of the 
misty past.’’ 

Then he turned the conversation upon 
the subject of silver. A man present re- 
marked that the people were ignorant as 
to the issues, and said that he was on the 
train with a man who said that he was 
a silver man and went on to explain that 
the ratio of 16 to 1 meant the coinage of 
sixteen silver dollars for one gold dollar. 


-Always for Free Coinage. 

**Governor, The Nashville American sent 
out a statement that it had authority to 
say that you were for silver. Where did 
they get it?’’ 

“Oh, some of the boys gave it to. the 
paper, but that is all foolishness. I 
have been a preacher and a teacher of 
silver as money and for free silver, as un- 
derstood by a majority of our people, ever 
since I have been in politics. It is foolish 
to ask what my political principles are 
at this late day when they have been 
aired from Bristol to Memphis for twenty 
years. I never have been for anything 
élse except silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. 

“IT am by silver like an old Irishman 
who heard Pat Collins talk on the curren- 
cy at Boston. Collins got up in a pompous 
way and held a gold dollar in one hand 
and a silver dollar in the other, and said: 

‘**My hearers, I hold in my right hand 
a silver dollar and in my left a gold dol- 
lar, and the one freprescnts 53 cents 
worth of silver and is good only in our 
own. country. The other is a tiny thing, 
but it ig worth a dollar anywhere in the 
world. Now, which, my fellow-citizens, 


will you take?’ 
“The old Irishman got up and said: 
* ‘Well, sor, as I have nayther, I'll take 


ayther.’ 


“That is about the situation of the money 


question.”’

TALKS SAUCY 
The New Yorker Attacks the Popalist 
Senator from Kansas, 


PEFFER’S WORD IS NO GOOD 


Says Mr. Hill as He Talks About the 


Kansan. 


THEN HE DEFENDS SECRETARY CARLISLE

And Says He Would Do the Same 
if the Work Attacked Had Been 
by a Republican. 


Washington, Apr‘l 16.—After the routine 
morning business Mr. Morrill addressed the 
senate to show the necessity of a new 
building fer the national museum. 

At the close of Mr. Morrill’s rémarks 
the bill for the new museum building was 
placed on the calendar. A, suggestion was 
made by Mr. Hoar to compliment the sena- 
tors from Vermont by the immediate pas- 
sage of the bill, but Mr. Morrill preferred 
to have it placed on the calendar, saying 
that he would offer it as an amendment 
to the sundry civil appropriation bill. 

The Dupont election case was taken up 
and Mr. Gray continued his argument be- 
gzun yesterday against the claim of Mr, 
Vupont to the vacant seat in the senate 
from the state of Delaware. The whole 
drift of the argument was that as the sén- 
ate of Deleware nad recognized the mght 
of Mr. Watson to exercise his legislative 
functions as speaker cf the senate at the 
same time that he exercised the duties of 
governor, its judgment in the Maciter was 
final and conclusive, and no right to review 
that judgment existed in the senate of the 
United States or in any other body. With 
Mr. Watson's vote counted, Mr, Dupont 
had not a majority and was, therefore, not 
elected senator of the Uaited States. Mr. 
Gray closed his speech at 2:20 p. m. and 
the election case went over without ac- 
tion. 

Mr. Peffer claimed the right, under the 
unanimous consent given yesterday, to have 
his resolution for an investigation of recent 
bond issues taken up tor cuonsideration. 

Mr. Cullom asked Mr. Peffer to ailow 
the Indian bill to be acted upon. He said 
that if congress expected to adjourn this 
summer the appropriation bills would have 
to go through pretty soon. 

Mr. Peffer suggested that tnis was the 
long session of congress and that as sena- 
tors were paid yearly salaries the pubke 
business should be fuily disposed of before 
adjournment. He knew that the prestden- 
tial campaign was impending, but there 
was time enough to do all the business be- 
fore the senate ia a reasonable time and he 
regarded the bond resolution aS a very im- 
portant matter. 

Mr. Hale suggested to Mr. Cullom to 
move to lay aside the bond resolution and 
take up the Indian appropriation bill, say- 
ing that the unanimous consent was carried 
out aS sogp as the resolution was laid. be- 
fore the senate. 

The resolution having been la‘d before 
the senate, Mr. Peffer stated that the 
friends of the resolution did mot intend to 
expend any more time in its discussion. 

Mr. Hill called for the réading of the 
resolution and it was read in full. 

Mr. Allison, chairman of the committee 
on appropriations, asked unanimous con- 
sent that the resolution be laid aside for 
the time being and that the [ndian appro- 
priation bill be proceeded with. 

Mr. Peffer objectea. 

Hill Defends Carlisie. 

Mr. Hill opposed the resolution. Hie com- 
mented upon M-. Peffer’s remark that the 
friends of the resolution did not propose 
to discuss it any further, 

“Tt is,” he said, ‘ta popu.istic resolution. 
It had its ‘nspiration in the populist party. 
Investigation is pressed without formal 
charges, withcut specifications, without al- 
legations of wrong do‘ng, of irregularities 
or of corruption. The only reason assizned 
f6r it by the senator from Kaneas is ‘public 
curjosity.’ The resolution is’ to be passed 
in the dark. It is to be passed, if ut all, 
not because of spec fic allegations agains. 
the honorable secretary of the treasury, 


but because public curiosity is to be grati-* 


tied. The extraordinary character of the 
proceeding should, therefore, be comment- 
ed upon at the outset. They were to have 
the spectacle of a congressional investiga- 
tion with no one responsible for any dis- 
tinct, definite allegation of wrong doing. 
It is to be an investigation for the novelty 
of it, for the mere sake of having some- 
thing to do in the near future. The resolu- 
tion does not charge wrong doing, but in- 
sinuates it. The farmers of the senafe, the 
senators from Kansas, Nebraska and South 
Car>lina—Peffer, Allen and Tillman—have 
at various times denied the authority of 
the secretary of the treasury to issue bonds 
under the act of 1870. There is no question 
to be investigated... Everybody knows what 
has been done and that it has been done 
in pursuance of law. The annual report 
of the secretary of the treasury shows 
what has been done. Special reports have 
been made from time to time detailing ali 
the operations of the treasury. Therefore, 
it is silly, it is undignified, it is unworthy 
of the senate to appoint @ special investi- 
gating committee to determine facts which 
every senator is absolutely familiar with.” 

Mr. Hill commented upon the resolut’on 
in detail. One of the points to be investi- 
gated, he said, was whether any officer of 
the government had received a commission 
or a personal reward in connection with 
these bonds. 

“What senator,’’ he exclaimed, ‘‘dares to 
rise in his place and make the allegation? 
No one. Has anvbody made affidavit to 
that effect? No. Where is the senator why 
rises in his place and says he expects to 
prove that Mr. Carlisle or any subordinate 
gained one dollar of advantage? 1 pause 
for a reply.’”’ 

Mr. Allen—That is not the question at 


l. 

“The senator from Nebraska,” said Mr. 
Hill, ‘‘another populist, says that is not 
the question. What is the qtestion?” 

Mr. Allen referred to a statement made 
in New York newspapers to the effect that 
$18,000,000 had been made by a syndicate 
out of recent bond issuss and asked 
whether that was not worthy of investi- 
gation. 

Mr. Hill replied that if the senate was 
to investigate all the insinuations contain- 
ed from time to time ‘n the New York 
newspapers it would have its hands full. 

Mr. Allen. spoke of Hill getting ‘‘as mad 
as a Massassagua snake in August.” when 
a question of this kind was approached. 

Mr. fli! asserted that the resolution had 
been got up in the aid of a speeulative law- 
Suit against the secretary of the treasury. 
The house of representetives, he said. was 
open to have impeachment. proceedines 
begun against the secretary of ' 
treasury, if he had violated 
law in any particular, but the 
trouble was that the resolution was only 
a part of the clap-trap of-the t'mes. ft 
was a part of an endeavor to get un a 
scandal in order to effect a politica] ques- 
tion. He referred to the populists in the 
senate as having been recognized as bellig- 
erents—though no one could tell on which 
side they would train on any subje°t. 

“What would the government have 
done,’’ he asked,, “if the secretary of the 
treasury had not issued, law or no law, 
government bonds last year? The secre- 
tary of the treasury deserved the thanks 
of the senate for his steady purpose in 
maintaining the credit of the country. 
Senators may differ with Mr. Carlisle: 
they may think that he has erred in the 
discharge of a portion of his duty. That 
was one thing and it did not follow that 
it Was proper to investigate under the in- 
stnuaition contained in the resolution— 
whether some of the money might not 
have stuck to his fingers.’’ 


A Question Hill Did Not Answer. 

Mr. Stewart, populist, of Nevada, asked 
Mr. Hill whether the administration was 
opposed to the investigation. 


“I am not authorized to speak for the | 


administration,’’ Mr. Hill replied. ‘‘I have 
never exchanged a word with any officer 
of this administration, l:igh or low, on 
this subject: and J do not propose to. | 
oppose it as I would oppose any fool'sh, 
silly unnecessary investigation which can 


only, in- my. humble judgment, add dis- | 
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Srace to the senate. I would oppose it 
whether the secretary of the treasury was 
a democrat or a republican. If this resolu- 
tion shall pass the men. who instituted 
the investigation wil be covered with 
humiliation and shame, and wil) deny that 
they ever charged anything wrong against 
Mr. Carlisle and his subordinates.”’ 

Mr. Hill went on to analyze Mr. Peffer’s 
speech in support of the resolution and to 
ridicule the pretension that Mr, Peffer and 
his populist friends were the representa- 
tives of the ays 9 and compared that 
pretension wit the proclamation of the 
three tailors of Tooley street, beginning: 
“We, the people of England.’’ He char- 
acterized the poullist senators as deserters 
and as having offered to sell or exchange 
their votes on the tariff question. They 
had no settled, fixed purpose, 

“And this senate,”” he said, “is asked 
to agree to this populist resolution of 
investigation on the eve of a presidential 
election so as to enable these men to 
throw mud at the democratic party and at 
the republican party. It is about time for 
the senators who represent states inter- 
ested in this question to act together.” 

At this point Mr. SteWart sought to in- 
terpose a remark. 

“T knew you could not keep your word,” 
Said Mr. Hill, alluding to Mr. Peffer’s 
opening remark that the friends of the 
resolution did not propose to discuss it. 
“T knew vou could not keep your word. 
You cannot trust one of these populists 
five minutés at a time. (lLaughter.) 

“The object of the resolution,” Mr. Hill 
continued, ‘‘is to disseminate scandal. The 
populist party lives and thrives on dis- 
Seminating scandal against the two old 
parties.’’ 3 

Mr. Hill then went on to comment upon 
the sugar trust investigation as another 
remarkable instance of silly investigation. 
He described the humiliation of senators 
in*having trailed up stairs to the com- 
mittee room and in being put through a 
lot of sueeres as to whether they had 
speculated in sugar stocks. 

“And under oath, too,’’ Mr. Hawley, re- 
publican, of Connecticut, suggested. 

“Of course under oath,” Mr. Hill replied. 
“They could not take a senator's word. 
And what was the result? They found one 
Senator who came before the committee 
and said, ‘Yes, | did buy some sugar 
Stock. I should do it again. I have a right 
to do it. What are you going to do about 
it?’ And today that distinguished senator, 
Mr. Quay, is the cand‘date, the favorite 
son of the leading republican state in the 
union, for the presidency: and he has got 
as'’many warm friends as any man who is 
a candidate for the presidency.”’ 

In that connection Mr. Hill created 
amusement by -referring to Senator Mce- 
Pherson's matd atd Senator Ransom’s 
son as other speculators in sugar stocks, 
the latter having invested $10, or $25, in 
a bucketshop speculatron. And that, hoa 
Said, was the best: result of that great in- 
vestigation which had been got up on ac- 
count of the newspaper ruror., 

He mentioned this, he said, simply to 
show that senators belittled themselves in 
the eves of the people by ordering investt- 
gations without. sufficient cause. And he 
asked senators to pause before entering on 
any such ridiculous preceedings again. 

Without concluding his speech, Mr. Hl 
vielded for a motion to proceed to ex- 
ecutive session; and at 5:30 p. m., the senate 
adjourned until tomorrow. 


FRANKLIN STAYS AT THE HOME. 
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The Blue Substitute Killei—The Bank- 
ruptcy Bill Friday. 

' Washington, April i6.—The fight against 
the re-election of General W. B. Franklin, 
as a member of the board of managers of 
the National Soldiers’ Home, resulted in the 
defeat of those who opposed him, the house 
today voting 149 to 59 to continue him on 
the board as recommended by the commit- 
tee on military affairs. 

There was a three hours’ debate before 
the vote was reached, treversiig largely the 
Same ground gone over vesterday, the ad- 
ministration of the Leavenworth home and 
the policy of the board im retaining Colonel 
Smith as. governor being the principal 
points of attack. ‘ae 

Mr. Tracy, republican, of Missouri; Mr. 
Hepburn, republican, of. Jowa; Mr. Kirk- 
patrick, republican, of Kansas; Mr. Cal- 
derhead, republican, cf Kansas, and Mr. 
Blue, republican, of Kansas, favored the 
amendment proposed by the latter to sub- 
stitute the name of General ©. O. Howard 
as manager in place of General W. B. 
Franklin. 

it was opposed by Mr. Mahon, republican, 
of Pennsyvivania: Mr. Grosvenor, republican, 
of Ohio: Mr. Ray, republican, of New York; 
Mr. Sperry, republican, of Connecticutt, 
and Mr. Hull, republican, of Iowa, chair- 
man of the committee on military affairs. 

The resolutions adonted name General 
W. B. Franklin and George W. Steele to 
succeed themselves: General T. J. Hender- 
son, of Illinois, to sueceed John C. Black, 
and General G. I... Beale, of Maine, to 
succeed Francis Fessenden. 

It was arranged by unanimous consent 
on behalf of Mr. Henderson, republican, of 
Iowa, chairman of the committee on ju- 
diciary, that Wednesday and Thursday of 
next week be set aside for debate on the 
bankruptcy bill, the vote on its passage to 
be taken after the reading of the journal 
on Friday. 

At 4:35 o'clock the house adjourned. 


ONCE WIDELY KNOWN SOUTH. 
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A Man Who Had Many Boats and 
Interests Dies. 

New York, April 16.—Thompson Dean 
died in this city today. He was at one 
time the most widely known business man 
of the southwest, being engaged in num- 
erous enterprises at Cincinnati, Memphis, 
yalveston and New Orleans. He built and

THE SPANIARDS 
WERE WHIPPED 


Last Toesday’s Engagement Was the 
Bloodiest of the War. 


ANTONIO MACEO’S VICTORY 


He Led His Troops and Many Span- 
iards Were Killed. 


A COMPANY OF WOMEN FIGHT FOR CUBA 


A Hand-to-Hand Conflict in Which 
the Spanish Troops Retreat in 
Great Disorder. 


New York, April 16.—A Herald special 
from Tanzpa, Fla., says that further in- 
formation received from private sources 
in Havana, shows that the bloodiest en- 
gagement of the war was fought Tuesday, 
at Lachuza. The Spanish forces under 
Colonel Linares suffered overwhelming de- 
feat at the hands of Antonie Maceo, who 
commanded a force of 8,000 men in a strong 
wosition. 

Spanish reports place Colonel Linares’s 
forces at 1,500, of whom,.450 were kilied and 
000 wounded. The insurgents lost 200 kill- 
ed and about 400 wounded. 

The Spanish plan was for three battal- 
ions to attack Maceo simultaneously, but 
Colonel Hechoverrea’s battalion failed to 
arrive. He is now being court martialed. 

Maceo led his troops into the thickest of 
the fight and Colonel Linares’s forces re- 
treated in disorder. They finally madu a 
stand on the wharf of the Santa Claudio 
piantation behind rude fortifications until 
a warship came to their rescue. The 
Cuban forces on the shore made sad havoc 
with the troops as they embarked, shoot- 
ing them down in their boats. In the battle 
the Amazons, a company of Cuban women, 
fought bravely. 

In an effort to capture Colonel] Linares, 
an insurgent, Alvarez got separated. See- 
ing his danger, Mrs. Alvarez and several 
others followed him. Both husband and 
wife were caught in the.Spanish lines and 
tried to fight their way back with ma- 
chetes. Thinking that his wife was at his 
side still, Alvarez made his escape, but 
she was cut off at the last moment and 
was literally hacked to pieces by Spanish 
In his grief end chagrin Alva- 


General Maceo commanded him to ap- 
pear before him. On demanding a reason 
for his crime Alvarez said he could not 
endure life purchased by his wife’s death. 
Maceo replied: 

‘‘Pray God you may die, for if you live 
| will surely hang vou. @ybe needs men 
too sorely to lose any exaept im the face 
of the enemy.” 

The news of the Spanish defeat haz pro- 
duced a great sensation in Havana and 
the censors have been 
many details. 

General Gomez is reported in good health 
and marching toward santo Espiritu. Gen- 
eral Maceo is moving to join his brother 
at Bahia Honda. 

Colonel Nunez's forces crossed the 
strong line last week and burned the 
Pulide estates, which had been fortified 
and were protected by a guard of thirty 
Spaniards.

Two American Citizens Arrested Be- 
cause They Have Compromising 
Papers with Them. 


Havana, April 16.—Alberto Jesus Diaz, a 
Baptist preacher of Havana, and his 
brother, Victoriano Diaz, both American 
citizens, have been arrested on the charge 
of having in their possession compromising 
papers referring to the insurrection. 

The American consul general here pre- 
sented the case to the state department at 
Washington. 

Gregorio Borgas, Jose Bacallae and Es- 
teban Hernandez will be shot tomorrow in 
the Cabanas fortress. They were accused 
of the crime of rebellion, tried by court 
martial and sentenced to death. Thirty- 
two political prisoners have been arrested 
and placed in Moro castle. 

Nineteen persons, mostly women and 
children, belonging to the. family of Peri- 
quito Perez, have been taken tv Santiago 
de Cuba and placed in jail there. 

Maceo, the rebel commander, still re- 
mains west of the trcocha or military line 
extending from Mariel to Majana.

Millions Upon Millions of Pounds Laid 


Away in England. 
THE EXCHEQUER IS SHOWN 


Sir Michael Hicks-Beach Entertains 


the House of Commons. 


WITH A REPORT ON THE TREASURY CONDITION 


The Values in Railway Earnings and 
Other Things Show a Remark- 
able Increase. 


London, April 16.—In the house of com. 
mons this afternoon Sir Michael Hickse- 
Beach, chancellor of the exchequer, amid 
conservative cheers, rose to deliver the 
speech introducing the’ budget. He be- 
gan by saying that the despite the fact 
that the expenditure of the last fiscal year 
had been larger than that of any year 
Since the last great war, the surplus in 
the treasury was the largest that had ever 
been Known and the credit of the country 
was never so high. 

The yield of consols to the purchaser, he 
Said, was just about half what it was a 
century ago, and a larger sum had been 
applied to the reduction of the national 
debt than had ever before been applied to 
that end within a similar period. The de- 
posits in savings banks and permanent ac- 
counts in ordinary banks had gone up to 
a satisfactory point. 

The great triumph of a chancellor of the 
exchequer, he said, was when receipts 
and estimates equal to the figures of this 
year, became remarkable in respect of the 
receipts exceeding the estimates. lLvery- 
thing, he fecared,, bad See. a 
tendency, especially during the latter half 
of 1895. 

The increase in the value of exports, 
imovorts, railway carnings and bankers 
and clearing house returns showed a con- 
tinued expansion. The revenue for the 
fiscal year had been £101,974,000, while for 
the year 1894-5 the revenue had been only 
£94,684.000, showing an increase of £7,290,000 
and making an excess of £5,812,000 over the 
estimates. 

A great feature hgd been in the increase 
in the revenue from tobacco wine and tea, 
the latter having steadily driven coffee 
from the market. British and Irish spirits 
had also driven foreign spirits out of the 
market. The imports of spirits had de- 
clined 19 per cent, and the popular taste 
for rum was greatly lessening. Tea had 
yielded £120000 over the estimate, 
implying an increased consumption of 19,- 
060,000 pounds of that vommodity. 

In connection with this, he added, there 
was a large and welcome transfer of the 
tea trade from China to British India 
and Ceylon. 

Receipts from Liquors. _ 

The, rece..ts from. wines, he said, hg 
been °£1,250,000. This seenped to be largely 


due to an increased consumption of vinous. _ 


liquors ‘by members of the stoek exchange 
and speculators who, it appeared, consoled 
themselves in. non-success and rejoiced in 
suceess in the consumption of champagne 


in this way he accounted for the dealings - 


in 1,200,000 extra bottles of champagne. 
After Beferring to the great ingrease in 
the excise and death duties, the chancel- 
lor turned to the expenses of the govern- 
ment, which, he said, had reached the 
total sum of £57,764,000, leaving a surplus 
of £4,208,000, which would be applied ts

Crimean war. In thirty-nine years, he 
explained, £190,000,000 of the debt had been 


paid off, £100,000,000 of which had been ~ 


paid in the last thirteen years. 
Some persans, he said, had denied the 
wisdom of this, but it was his own opinion 
that by this self-denying course the coun- 
try had raised a reserve of incalculable 
importance. If a time of need should 
come, when the country would again 
have to fight for its life, the reserve 
would enable it without imposing a penny 
of taxation to raise £200,000,000 for defense 
without fimposing an atom more debt 
upon the people than the nation had borne 
in 1857 without a murmur. 
Not Working People’s Money. 

The total deposits in the savings banks, 
Sir Michael stated, were now <£114,000,000, 
which was a matter for congratulation, 
as far as it was due to the thrift of the 
working classes. 


He did not think, however, that a large « 


proportion of the deposits in savings 
banks belonged to the wage-earners, and 
he did not see why the state should under- 
take a banking business for persons wl.o 
were able to take care of their own de- 
posits. Especially he could not see why 
the state should pay 2% per cent for 
saving bank deposits while money cculd 
be produced for less. 

Before lomg, he said, there might be an 
alteration in the law which would reduce 
the interest on large amounts. 

The country, Sir Michael said, might be 
proud of the enormous revenue, but it 
was, in his judgment, a grave question 
whether the expenditure was not increas- 
ing faster than the permanent capacity of 
the nation could bear. If the expendi- 
ture increased while the revenue was un- 
elastic, the country would be within a 
measurable distance of having to choose 
between putting am end to the reduction 
of the natfonal debt and increase of the 
taxation. 

Coming to the receipts and expenditures 
for the ensuing year, Sir Michael stated 
that the estimated expenditures were 
£100,0417,000 and the estimated revenue 
£101,155,000, leaving an estimated surplus 
of £1,708,000, which it was proposed to ap- 
ply to the reduction of the maximum 
rate on land from four shillings on the 
pound’ to one shilling. It was alee in- 
tended to imcrease the grants for educa- 
tion. 

In conclusion the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer provosed to alllow the sum of 
£975,000 .to the reduction of the agricul- 
tural rating and £423,000 for educational 
purposes, leaving a moderate surplus for 
any gontingency that might arise.

The co-operation of the owners of arable, 
timber and swamp lands; undeveloped 
water power and mining properties, for sale 
or ‘ease, is invited toward making the ex- 
hibit at Chicago a’ success. | 

They recommend further, that his ex- 
celléncy, the governor, be made president 
of the company, and that Hon. William A.

TWO LAWYERS HAVE A LIVELY 
TILT. 
One Will Test the No-Fence By Let- 
ting Cattle Go on His Neigh- 
bor’s Land.

In the course of his remarks Mr. Wright 
said that he had bought half a dozen bull 
turn them ioose 
on his property, and if they got off his 
land on to Judge Harris's oat patch, and 
were impounded, he would test the validity 
of the law. 

Judge Harris retorted in kind and the 
people of the community have been wait- 
ing for more developments with much in- 
terest. 

An Injunction Granted. 

Last night Judge Harris went to Cedar- 
town and asked Judge Janes to grant an 
injunction restraining Mr. Wright and 
others from proceeding further in the mat- 
ter. The injunction is a sweeping one, in- 
cluding the decisions of three justices of 
the peace favorable to the complainant and 
against Mr. Wright and his fellow ‘‘con- 
Spirators,’’ as they are termed in this won- 
derful and formidable document. 

Mr. Wright is enjoined from giving advice 
and council to his clients on the ground 
that they are engaged in a_ conspiracy

aden ATKINSON WRITES A 
LETTER CONCERNING IT. 


Hon. Fleming duBignon A‘zo a Con- 
vert to the Proposition To Let the 
People Name the Senator. 


Governor Atkinson has given out for 
publication a letter written by  him- 
self to Htoon. J. W. Harris, Jr., chairman 
of the democratic executive committee of 
Bartow county, bearing on the question.of 
June primaries on the United States sena- 


torship, 

The governor contends that a primary 
on the date of the Qctober election would 
bring out a heavier vote for the demo- 
cratic ticket than would be polled if the 
primaries took place earlier. His ietter in 
full is as follows: 

“Yours of this date asking my views as 
to the wisdom and policy of the several 
counties declaring for United States sena- 
tor as early as June the 6th, to hand. 

“In my opinion, June primaries on the 
United States senatorship will result in 
great injury to the party—possibly imper- 
iling the success of the state ticket and 
certainly defeating legislators and county 
officers in quite a number of counties. 

“When we remember that we are to hold 
the first election under the new registra- 
tion law, that it cannot now be known 
how it will affect the strength of our 
party; that we are threatened with a 
fusion of opposing forces, and that the 
loss or change of 100 votes on a basis of 
the returns of two years ago will lose 
quite a number of counties, it should serve 
to make us slow to revolutionize well 
established party usage or to precipitate 
such hasty action as to give any number 
pial our party brethren just cause of com- 
plaint 

“I am convinced that if no June primaries 

are held but all postponed by counties de- 
siring to hold primaries on senatorship 
until the day of the October election, it 
will save many counties to democracy and 
largely increase the vote of the state 
ticket. 
“Under this plan there will be no sour 
or disappointed democrats; no cause for 
charging that any portion of the party 
has been unfairly dealt with, or that snap 
judgment has been taken by any one, but 
all shades of opinion within the party will 
feel that they have been fairly treated by 
their party associates and will continue 
actively at work for the success of de- 
mocracy until the polls close in October. 

“October primaries would have the ad- 
vantage of being a fuller expression of the 
people made after all the discussion of 
the campaign and after the action of the 
state and national conventions, and would 
aid in preserving the unity and strength of 
the party. 

“I feel a deep interest in the success of 
the county tickets, as well as the state 
ticket, and hope to see more conservative 
action than is now threatened, 

“The real. contests in which we area to 
engage are the elections of the county 
and state officers in October and electors 
and members of congress in November.-and 
tio be successful we must he fair, consid- 
erate of the rights and feelings of others 
and considerate of narty usage. 
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A Letter from Mr. duBignon. 

Hon. Fleming duBignon, who is a candi- 
date for the senate against Judge Crisp, 
gave out from Savannah last night the 
following letter, which explains itself: 

Mr. duBignon’s Letter. 

‘Savannah, Ga., April 16.—To the People 
of Georgia: I take this method of formal- 
ly announcing my candidacy for the 
United States senate for the term begin- 
ning March 4, 1897. I address you in this 
way ‘because it :will be impossible for me 
to meet all the people face to face. I shall 
go from county to county and wilk en- 
deavor during the campaign to speak to 
you from the hustings, but the present 
peculiar tactics that are being employed to 
hasten an expression from the democratic 
voters of Georgia render it important that 
I should not wait to meet vou in your 
home counties. There are vital considera- 
tions outside of the candidacy of any 
man why the proposition,to precipitate an 
expression on the 6th -ef June as to a 
choice for United States senator should 
not be adopted. Such a course is hasty 
and ijl-advised and not only comp'wates 
the primaries with extraneous issues, but 
forces a premature decision-—before the 
candidates can be heard, before the tinan- 
cial issues can be adequately discussed 
and before the people have made up their 
minds upon the important public questions 
involved. 

“It is perfectly praper, in my judgment, 
to refer the selection of United States 
senator to the peonvole for settlement. So 
far as I am concerned I shall go directly 
to the people and combat what I betieve 
to be the fallacy of unlimited coinage of 
Silver by the United States government at 
a ratio of 16 to 1. I have no doubt of the 
decision of the peonle when this matter 
has been thoroughly considered by them. 
but I must protest against the use of 
party machinery in the interest of any 
man or set of men to take a snap ‘udg- 
ment or to foree a verdict before loth 
sides can be heard. I shall explain fullv 
my position upon the currenery questicn 
and all public issues in my sneech2s be- 
fore the people. At present I nave or.ly to 
ask the executive committees of the d#- 
ferent counties in the interest of fa'r nlay 
and marty harmony to see that all sides 
to the present discussion have a full and 
fair opportunity to be heard. The cemo- 
cratic party in Georgia will have Geter- 
mined ovposition this year in both state 
and national elections. We cannot afford 
to stifle discussion in our own ranks or to 
take an wnfair advantage in consrruccion 
ef a Diatform from which we shill all 
fisht the cemmon enemy. 

“Asking this much in justice to mv cwn 
candidacy and to the vr'neiples which 1 
represent, JT do not hesitate to say ttat if 
the rational party in convention assembled 
at Chicago adopts a platform for the un- 
limited coinage of silver at 18 to 1, ; shall 
not further urge my candidacy for the 
Trnited States senate. 

‘‘T have been imnelled to write this letter 
hecause four weeks ago a letter, signed bv 
Hon. Charles F. Crisp: was industriouslv 
posted to every member of the democratic 
executive committees of the several coun- 
ties of Georgia, suggesting that a choice 
for United States senator be speedily and 
finally made on June 6th. The state ex- 
ecutive committee declined to make such 
recommendation to the county commit- 
tees, but left the matter entirely for local 
determination. 

“Judge Crisp and myself will engage in 
a number of joint discussions as soon as 
his public duties permit him to return to 
Georgia. 

‘In the meantime, T ask the people and 
the executive committees of the varios 
counties to weit until the issue is fully 
and fairly joined before a verdict is made.

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ROAD IMPROVEMENT. 


Clarke County’s Committee Makes Its 
Report. 


Athens, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)—The 
road improvement committee, consisting 
of Professor Charles 'M. Strahan, Captain 
John R. White, Messrs. T. IF. Hudson, J. 
T. Pittard and R. W. Lamkin, submitted 
their report to the grand jury of Clarke 
county today. 

As appears by that report there are 120 
miles of roads in the county, of which 
about forty miles are bad roads and hard 
to keep in good condition.- * 

To make permanent improvements upen 
these roads the committee recommends 
the maintenance of a county chaingang at 
a cost of $7,460 per annum on the outside. 
This force could permanentiy grade and 
pave the forty miles of bad « roads in 
‘ight years. 

The increase in taxation to maintain this 
force would be about 8 or 10 cents on $190, 
or an increase of about one-ninth of the 
present state and county tax rate. 

The report submitted a carefully pre-w» 
pared estimate of the expenses attached 
to every part of the system recommended 
by the committee. The grand jurors were 
well pleased with the report and now have 
it under grave consideration, The outlook 
is favorable to the report being acted 
‘upon in a few days and it will probably 
meet with approval. 

The committee has given much attention 
to the report, and it contains very valuabdie 
information. The pecple of the county 
are farovablv disposed toward any move- 
ment to improve the roads.

When, in response to the demand of 
the people. The Constitution several 
weeks ago took up the fight for a sena- 
torial primary in every county in the 
state in order that the people might se- 
lect the man who is to represent them in 
the senate. there was a_ tremendous 
howl set up by the “organs” who, for 
péasons best known to themselves, and 


‘well understood by the public, were 


interested in suppressing popular ex- 
pression on this important subject. 
The Savannah Press led the way and 
unhesitatingly declared that until the 
law relating tothe election of senators 
was changed it was inopportune and un- 
timely to make a change in the system 
even by the primary plan which referred 
the whole matter from the legislature 
to-the people. The “official organ” of 
the secretary of the interior, here in At- 
lanta, reproduced with conspicuous dis- 


we——Dlay every comment that could be ob- 


taified on this line; but now, in response 
to the recent communications of Chuair- 
man Clay and Governor Atkinson, both

Already in two or three counties, nota- 
bly in Fioyvd, unsuccessful efforts have 
been made to reconsider, the Floyd com- 
mittee refusing to do so by a practically 
unanimous vote. 

In many counties in the state senti-. 
ment in favor of the consolidation of all 
primaries on one day is so overwhelming 
that the executive committees cannot 
refuse to ignore it.

More than this, the unprecedented at- 
titude of a democratic president th ig- 
horing democratic principles has only 
seryed to convince the rank and file of 
the democracy that hereafter there must 
be no uncertain. platform declarations 
and that no candidate must be nomi- 
hated whose record is not clearly, clean- 
ly and consistently democratic. On these 
lines the democratic revival is progress- 
ing, and it has assumed such _ propor- 
tions and aroused such enthusiasm 
to make the prospects of the party de- 
cidedly hopeful. 

One thing is clearly understood by 
the genuine democratic leaders, and 
that is that, in a clear-cut campaign 
against the single gold standard atid in 
favor of the restoration of silver, the 
party will sweep the country.

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Suppressing the News. 

The Constitution printed yesterday 
some remarks from The Birmingham 
News that ought by all means to be cir- 
ulated in the editorial rooms of the big 
New York newspapers—-say, for in- 
stance, The Herald, The World and 
The Times. The remarks of our Bir- 
mingham contemporary are so aptly put, 
and come so close to the fundamental 
reason for the existence of newspapers, 
that we reproduce them here: 

It has come to The News that some of its 
colleagues in the recent fight for sound 
money have expressed surprise and even 
censure, because The News yesterday after- 
noon conceded Captain Johnston’s nomina- 
tion. In the name of truth, good friends of 
principle, how could The News have done 
otherwise? The election returns, which The 
News has fondly tried to have another 
way, came in for Captain Johnston. 

Journalism is not always the happiest oc- 
cupation. <A daily newspaper which tries 
to do its duty endeavors to fulfill its implied 
contract with its readers to tell them the 
truth just as quickly as possible, and the 
truth, unfortunately, is frequently that 
which brings disappointment and sorrow 
to the makers of a paper as well as to its 
readers. 

The editor of a newspaper, if he appreci- 
ates the high responsibility of his vocation, 
feels that to publish the facts promptly and 
fearlessly and to express opinions honestly 
are a duty to which he is bound by an ob- 
ligation as solemn and sacred as the oath 
of a judge on the bench. The nearer a 
newspaper approaches to such editorship, 
the closer it comes to enduring power and 
influence. 

All this is so true that we beartily 
commend it to the earnest attention of 
our big metropolitan contemporaries. 
The duty that a newspaper editor owes 
to its readers goes far beyond the ex- 
pression of his views on public ques- 
tions, reaches farther than discussion 
can go, and flies high above all the petty 
details of partisanship. 

And yet, in the face of these funda- 
mental facts, the readers of at least 
three, and perhaps four, of the great 
dailies of New York, if they have no 
other channels of information, are as 
profoundly ignorant of some of the most 
important political events of the year 


as if they lived in the middle of Africa. 


These readers do not know that there 
has been a great revival of genuine 
democracy—o not know that demo- 
crats in all the democratic states have 
laid aside all trifling controversies and 
conre together in opposition to the sin- 
gle gold standard—do not even know 
that Alabainw has been carried by the 


oppovents of the British gold standard 


—do not Know that the democrats of Lli- 
nois are declaring ugainst the gold 
standard wherever county conventions 
are held— lo not know that the people 
all over the country. wheréver genuine 
democracy has a foothold, are demand- 
ing the restoration of silver. 

In other words, the readers of the 
great morning dailies of New York are 
the victims of the policy of news sup- 
pression that is carried on in the inter- 
est of the money power. The news is 
carried to the editorial rooms of these 
papers by the press associations, but 
there it is deliberately suppressed and 
thrown into the wasie basket, and their 
readers are left in a state of profound 
ignorance. 

Now, whatever policy the great dailies 
of New York have in view it cannot be 
furthered by such suppression of the 
news as they are practicing. It is too 
harrow, too silly, too provincial to ac- 
complish anything. It flies in the face 
of their profession. It is an attack on 
the very element on which they rely for 
support—the men who read the news- 
papers for the sake of the news that is 
in them. 

Now, if the democrats of Missouri had 
deserted their principles instead of re- 
asserting them, The Constitution would 
have deplored that fact, but it would 
not have suppressed the news. Neither 
The Constitution nor any other news- 
paper can afford to suppress news of 
Such importance. 

Once more we commend the remarks 
of our Birmingham contemporary to the 
attention of the great duilies of New 
York. , 
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Fifty Years of Railroads. 

Perhaps the most important agent of 
civilization is the locomotive. Indeed, 
So marvelous have been the miracles im- 
puted to the iron horse that people, as a 
rule, are apt to overlook the fact that 
railway transportation is one of the ex- 
clusive products of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

This is difficult to realize. So com- 
pletely has the railroad become a part 
of the national domain, traversing the 
continent in all directions, spanning rav- 
ines and rivers and pushing its way 
through mountain gorges, that irre- 
sistibly the mind associates the railroad 
with the landscape and invests the one 
with the antiquity of the other. 

AS a matter of fact, however, railroads 
have been in existence for only a short 
while. One of the oldest lines in the 
United States is the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and some astonishment may be 
provoked by the information that this 
gigantic system has just celebrated the 
fiftieth anniversary of its birth. 

Perhaps it may gratify the local pride 
of those who reside in this immediate 
section to know that Georgia was one 
of the first states in the union to adopt 
the locomotive as a means of transpor- 
tation. The Georgia railroad was com- 
pleted from Augusta to Atlanta just 
one year before the Pennsylvania rail- 
road was commenced, while a charter 
was obtained from the legislature as far 
back as 1833. About ‘the same time 
charters were granted to other corpor- 
ations, including the Western and At- 
lantic railroad. 

Recognizing the fact that steam had 
become the motive power of the age the 
citizens of: Georgin were not long in 
giving to the world a practical demon- 
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few years not legs than a dozen railroads 
were projected. Eyer since that time 
Georgia has encouraged the building of 
railroads and to the agency of these ma- 
chines is due in a large measure the 
commercial prosperity which this gsec- 
tion of the country has enjoyed. 

But to widen the scope of vision. Fif- 
ty years ago this country was entirely 
too vast to be traversed by the ordinary 
stage coach. Extreme western territo- 
ries were as far removed from the cen- 
ters of population as if they belonged to 
ai Separate quarter of the globe, while 
jourheys across the continent were made 
at great sacrifices of personal conven- 
ience and frequently at the peril of the 
traveler. Between the remote sections 
of the country there existed no social or 
commercial intercourse; each section 
was ignorant of the other. Provincial 
customs Sprang up which only served 
to increase this alienation and to em- 
phasize the distance by which they were 
separated from each ether. Without 
the railroad the United States would be 
as helpless as the Chinese empire. 
Through the agency of this marvelous 
force, however, the national domain has 
been subdued, people have ‘commenced 
to intermingle, provincial characteristics 
have disappeared and the population of 
the land has been converted into a hap- 
py and barmonious citizenship. 

But still another fact remains to be 
considered. Without the locomotive the 
resources of this country would not be 
available in the markets of the world. 
Reducing the cost of transportation and 
as well the time required to make 
deliveries, the railroads convey to the 
seaports the agricultural and mineral 
products of the interior and enable this 
coubtry to supply the world’s markets. 
In the development of our national re- 
sources there has been no greater stimu- 


lus perhaps than the railroad. 

What the United States owes to the 
locomotive is a question that can never 
be fully answered. 
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The Same Mr. Akin.

At the celebration of the birthday of 
Thomas Jefferson, which occurred at 
Charlottesville, Va., last Monday, there 
was no jar in the ceremonies until Mr.

Southern Records. 

On the 24th of this month a meeting 
will be held in Washington city for the 
purpose of organizing a Southern His- 
torical Association. 

The call for this meeting is signed by 
such distinguished men as Dr. Jabez L. 
M. Curry, Postmaster General William 
LL. Wilson, Senator John T. Morgan, 
General Wade Hampton and Hon. M. ©. 
Butler. Every one who is interested in 
the preservation of southern records is 
invited to attend this meeting at which 
a permanent organization will be con- 
sidered. 

Some one has observed that the reason 
why the southern people have not writ- 
ten more history is because they -have 
been too busy making it. From the days 
of the revolution down to the present 
time the south has figured with bril- 
liant distinction in the affairs of this 
nation. Patrick Henry, whose eloquence 
moved the patriots to strike for inde- 
pendence; Washington, who commanded 
the American forces, and Jefferson, who 
composed the declaration, were all 
southern men. So were Madison, the 
father of the constitution, Marshall, the 
ablest expounder of that instrument; 
Monroe, the author of the celebrated 
Monroe doctrine; Andrew Jackson, the 
hero of New Orleans, and nearly all the 
men who filled the presidential chair 
from the time of Washington to the 
inauguration of Lincoln. 

Besides these political honors the 
south acquired distinction in .other con- 
tests. The cotton gin was invented by 
a southern man; the discovery of anaes- 
thesia was likewise the achievement of 
Southern research and experiment; 
while the invention of the sewing ma- 
chine, ascribed by some to Elias Howe, 
sprang from the brain wf Dr. F. R. 
Goulding, a southern minister and the 
author of “The Young Marooners.”’ 

Altogether there is no lack of material 
to keep a Southern Historical Associa- 
tion busy, and the movement is one that 
will receive the cordial support of the 
people of this section. Georgia herself 
lays claim to some distinction and her 
records will compare favorably with 
those of any state in the union. 

In view of the distinguished southern 
men whose names are associated with 
this movement the effort to organize a 
Southern Historical Association will no 
doubt prove a successful as well as a 
patriotic undertaking. 
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A Notable Convert. 

We desire to congratulate Mr. duBign- 
on upon having at last come to a de4# 
cision in favor of a senatorial primary. 
Mr. duBignon has for several months 
been an active candidate for the senate 
and has had abtndant opportunity be- 
fore this of letting the people know 
where he stood, but not until now has 
his position been definitely Known. It 
has been suspected that he opposed the 
proposition to allow the democratic 
voters to give direct expression to their 
choice for senator. Mr. duBignon's 
home organ, The Savannah Press, not 
only opposed a senatorial primary for 
June Gth, but it violently assaulted the 
proposition to hold a seiuatorial primary 
at anv time this vear. And Mr. 
duBignon, it will be remembered, is a 
member of the democratic state execu- 
tive committee. He was present at 
the time Judge Crisp’s- letter sug- 
gesting a senatorial primary—there 
was no date mentioned and _ no 
suggestion of an early primary in 
that letter—was read to the commit- 
tee, and that was an excellent oppor- 
tunity for the gentleman from Chatham 
to have expressed his approval of such 
primary action; but instead of doing so 
he figured prominently with the op- 
ponents of the proposition. Then again, 
about three weeks ago, while in Macon, 
Mr. duBignon was interviewed by the 
correspondent of the official organ of the 
secretary of the interior, and when 
asked what was his opinion on the 
question of a senatorial primary, stated 
that he had no opinion to express on 
the subject. 

In view of these facts, then, it is a. 
matter of speeial felicitation that Mr. 
duBignon now joins in the popular de- 
mand that the people shall have an op- 
portunity to say who their senator shall 
be, and his conversion is a striking tes- 
timonial to the strength of the demand. 

As to the plea of giving the people 
time to educate themselves on the finan- 
cial question, but little need be said. If 
there is any one subject that has been 
widely discussed during the past three 
or four years iteis this financial ques- 
tion. The people have been studying 
and thinking for themselves. and there 
is probably not a man in the state of 
Georgia who is not as well prepared to 
vote on this question today as he ever 
will be. The politicians may be blind 
to this fact, but it is a fact. neverthe- 
less. This plea for more time is too 
transparent to fool anybody.

Never before has pauper immigration 
become so obnoxious as during the pres- 
ent vear and the figuaes are somewhat 
alarming. 

Most of these immigrants have come 
from Italy. Only a few days ago a 
steamer from Genoa and Naples reached 
New York with 1.400 Italians on board. 
Many of them were wretchedly clothed 
and lacked even the necessary means to 
provide themselves with food after land- 
ing. Another steamer from Naples 
brought over 1,000 more of the same 
class of immigrants.

ars from 1820 to 1870. 
What is the occasion of this Italian 
exodus? One reason is found in the 
domestic and foreign troubles from 
which the Italian government. bas suf- 
fered during the last few months. Hav- 
ing found it a difficult matter to make a 
living in their native land these paupers 
are not willing to go to war and defend 
with their lives a government which 
has only given them a bare existence. 
Poverty is not a congenial soil for pa- 
triotism and for this reason the Italian 
paupers prefer the shores of America to 
the sacrifices of the field of battle. 

If not the only explanation of this ex- 
odus from home the present situation in 
Italy is perhaps the strongest reason 
for this departure. At this time no 
special inducement is offered by this 
country and pauper immigration from 
other lands has almost entirely ceased. 
Wages in this country at present are 
small and the demand for labor is ex- 
tremely light. With the increase of 
paupers brought about by this tidal 
wave of immigration, the situation in 
New York is one that ealls for grave 
consideration. 

Of course, some of these immigrants 
are good people, but the majority of 
them are worthless mendicants whose 
only purpose in coming to America is 
simply to earn a precarious living. The 
better class of Italians, those who would 
make good citizens and add to the stock 
of national virtue, are not the »nes who 
are leaving home at this critical time, 
but are those who are true ito their 
country in the hour of her need and 
peril. ‘Hence, America. has little to 
gain and much to fear from this tide 
of immigration. 

Something should be done. Without 
a re-enforcement from Europe this coun- 
try has paupers enough of her own. Per- 
haps it would not be a bad idea to send 
them back home. Italy needs the sup- 
port of her pauper citizens as well as of 
her princes. 
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Mr. Bartlett Misquoted. 

To those who know Hon. Charlies L. 
Bartlett, congressman of the sixth ‘seor- 
gia district, no explanation of a state- 
ment made in a recent New York paper 
is necessary, for its absurdity wis, of 
course, apparent to everybody.

| Designed To Meet Mayor King’s Ob- 


jections to the First Offer. 


770 GIVE OUR IDLE MEN EMPLOYMENT 


New Offer Is Made to Satisfy All and 
4 To Give the City a Hand- 
some Home. 


Venable Bros. have made a new city hal? 


‘proposition to the council. 


The new offer is designed to meet the 
objections of Mayor King and the mem- 
bers of the council who do not favor the 
former proposition, which was vetoed by 
the mayor. 

The terms of the new offer appear to be 
more satisfactory, as several of the op- 
posers of the first proposition declared 
themselves in favor of it yesterday. It is 
believed by some of the councilmen that 
the new offer will be accepted almost 
unanimously when laid before that body. 

The Messrs. Venable propose to erect a 
handsome ten story building on the old 
capitol site, at the corner of Marietta and 
Forsyth streets, and they desire to lease 
the city a part of the building space for 
use as a city hall. By securing the city 
as a tenant they believe that their pur- 
pose in erecting a magnificent structure of 
Stone Mountain granite in order to adver- 
tise the stone will have heen aided, the oc- 
cupation of the city adding interest and 
renown to the structure. The owners say 
that they intend to erect a building which 
will be the pride of the south and for the 
sole purpose of showing the world the 
merit of Stone Mountain granite for such 
a purpose. 

When Mayor King declined to approve 
the council’s acceptance of the first offer 
made the city by the Messrs. Venable the 
latter and their friends were disposed to 
contend for their pcsition, but upon re- 
flection they decided to amend their offer 
in such a manner as to meet the objections 
to the former offer. They do not desire 
to make a contract with the city which 
has not the support of the entire city gov- 
ernment, and in order to harmonize the 
differences they prepared a new offer, 
which is given to the public this morning 
for the first time. 

The pronositicn was first drawn up 
Monday afternoon and since that time it 
has been shown to nearly all of the coun- 
cil members. Several of those who oppos- 
ed the first proposition declared themselves 
in favor of the new one and it now seems 
that little, if any, opposition will arise 
when the matter comes before the coun- 
cil at its meeting Monday. Among those 
who ovvoded the first offer and who 
favor the new one are Councilman Beil 
and Councilman Culberson. Councilman 
Thomas says that the new offer appears to 
be a good one. 
~ §0me of Its Provisions. 

The Venable Bros. propose to lease the 
city ample space in their new building for 
the.sum .of $5,300 per annum, 

The building is to be fire-proof, metal 
tructed, modern office structure, hav- 
ing heat, electric light and ample elevator 
service. The offer is to lease the building 
for a term of one year with the privilege 
of five years at the same rate. 

The council chanrber and all offices are 
to be located on the second floor. 

The city will be given the right to direct 
the construction of the leased portion in 
any manner that may be desired. 

Should the city decide to purchase a lot 
and erect its own city hall building, the 
Messrs. Venable propose to cancel the 
lease when the new building is ready for 
occupancy. 

In making their new proposition the 
Venabio Bros. decided to obliterate the 
proposed military armory feature, which 
they offered to set aside in making the 
former offer. On that account a large 
amount of space is not needed in the 
Building and the rent is accordingly re- 
duced one-half. The city is now paying 
$5,100 for its quarters in the chamber 
of commerce building. The chamber pro- 
poses to set aside additional space for the 
sum of $5,500 if the city will lease the build- 
ing for a ,term of five years. 

To Give Idle Men Work. 

Mr. W. H. Venable said yesterday that 
in making the new proposition, he and 
his brother, Mr. Sant Venable, were actu- 
ated only by a desire to erect a magnificent 
etructure in order that their Stone Moun- 
tain industry might be advertised and that 
many idle workmen may be given employ- 
ment. They say that the building will 
cost about $250,000 and that nearly all of 
it will be spent in Atlanta or at Stone 
Mountain. 

“In making a new proposition we do not 
in any way repudiate our former offer, 
which we believe was a fair and just one 
to the city,’ said Mr. W. Ai. Venable 
yesterday. ‘‘We simply desire to erect a 
magnificent building in Atlanta which will 
be a credit to the city and to ourselves. 
Our proposition is not made with the idea 
that we will make a cent by it. 

Will Save the City Money. 

“Our new proposition seeks to meet the 
Objections to the former one pointed out 
by Mayor King. We desire to make an 
offer which will meet with his approval 
and think when he reads the new one 
he will approve it as being in line with his 
suggestion that the city needs an 
economical administration of its affairs. 
We propose to save the city $200 a year 
on rent and to give the officers nice, com- 
fortable quarters in a handsome structure, 
conveniently located and suitable for city 
hali purposes in every way. 

“We do not seek to bind the city for 
a long term of years, but propose to lease 
the building for a term of one year only, 
with the privilege of one, two three or four 
more at its option at the same rental. 
That's fair, 1s it not? 


A Home Building. 

“Our building will be constructed of 
granite and will be ten stories high. It 
will cost about a quarter of a million dol- 
lars and will give employment to hundreds 
of workmen. There are many men idle 
now who would be put to work earning 
bread for their families. We will spend 
every cent of the money right here in 
Georgia, except for the purchase of the 
steel frames, which of course we cannot 
buy here. It will be a home building. 
The structure is designed to be an orna- 
ment to the city and it will equal any- 
thing of the kind in the south. 


They Want an Armory. 

“We considered the matter and con- 
cluded that rather than displease any one 
by insisting on our former offer we would 
make another, leaving out the military 
armory feature. We regret to do that be- 
cause the miiitary companies want an 
armory and will never be satisfied until 
the city gives them one. And again, to 
meet the objections of the mayor, we 
leave out the proposition to lease the build- 
ing for ten years. Mayor King stated that 
he favored only a short lease at a low 
rental and we have now offered him those 
two things. Our offer reduces the rental 
now paid and if accepted the city will be 
bound only for one year.”

These are not 
for snrall buildings, but for nice buildings, 
and forty-four of them were for dwelling 
houses. The residences will range from 
$500 to $5,000 and will average $1,000 each.

This was the biggest business that I ever 
did in one day.

NOW A CERTAINTY 


Marietta and North Georgia Must Again 
Go Underthe Hammer, 


WIL!. IT BRING UPSET PRICE? 


The Original Decree Must Now Be 


Executed. 


VAIN EFFORT TO RAISE $100,000 IN NEW YORK 


Much Speculation on the Possible Out- 
come of the Case—Purchaser 
Carmichael Is Absent. 


The Marietta and North Georgia railroad 
must again be sold at public outcry. 

The purchasers have failed to meet the 
$100,000 payment which was due on Wednes- 
day. 

It ig said that a vigorous effort was 
made yesterday in New York to raise the 
money, but that it met with failure. 

The Tennessee division of the road will 
be offered for sale next Thursday in Knox- 
ville and ‘the Georgia division the follow- 
ing Saturday, April 26th, at Marietta. 

Seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
ig the upset price and unless that amount 
is offered another sale must be ordered. 

The failure of the purchasers to make 
the required deposit was the talk of the 
town in railroad circles yesterday, and 
much speculation was indulged in as to the 
possible result. 

A number of railroad men interviewed 
expressed the belief that the court would 
allow a postponement of the sale if the 
$100,000 was deposited before next Thurs- 
day. The general opinion was that the 
money would not be forthcoming and that 
the $750,000 upset price would not be of- 
fered on Thursday, thus forcing another 
sale. 

Should this happen the road will not 
bring $750,000. It is estimated that the 
property, first and last, has cost in the 
neighborhood of $500,000. 

When the road was gold last November 
it brought $956,000, and $92,000 was the 
amount deposited when the sale was made. 
The first payment, $200,000, was due in 
March. It was reduced to $157,000 by a 
decree of Judge Newman, and the time 
was extended until April lsth. The story 
of the default on April 15th has been told. 

The Knickerbocker Trust Company, of 
New York, through its attorney, Mr,.- Ju- 
lian T. Davies, of this city, has gone to 
New York, and asked protection from 
the New York courts for the money hoan- 
ed to the purchasers. JHe tiled an inter- 
vengion, and has brought suit’ against 
Newman Erb, H. A. V. Post, H. K. Mac- 
Harg and Thomas Carmichael. Mr. Davies 
enjoined them from transferring their bond 
or from doing anytning to prejudice the 
rights of the trust company. 

On behalf of the Gate City National 
bank, holding $40,000 in receiver's certifi- 
cates, Messrs. King & Spalding, attorneys, 
have filed an application before Judge 
Newman to hold the above named individ- 
uals responsible for the old bid of $950,000, 
less the $92,500 deposited on the date of 
ys Erb, Post, MacHarg and° Car- 
michael claim to be the reorganization 
committee of the bondholders of the rail- 
road. The Gate City National bank claims 
that the purchasers’ corporation, the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern Construc- 
tion Company, is a dummy and that these 
men are individually responsible. 

Mr. Carmichael has been called to Eng- 
land on business and his absenct from this 
country is said to be largely responsible 
for the muddled condition of affairs.

DR. A, J. DIAZ HELD BY CUBAN 
AUTHORITIES, 


oO A A ALLE AC 
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No Cause Assigned for His Arrest in 
the Brief Cable Dispatch Re- 
ceived Here. 


Dr. {. T. “Mehenor, corresponding secre- 
tary* of the Baptist home mission board, 
received a cablegram yesterday, inform- 
ing him that Rev. A. J. Diaz had been 
imprisoned in Havana. 

Dr. Diaz is the superintendent of the 
missions of the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion in Cuba. He is an American citizen; 
aman gifted with wonderful power as a 
preacher, and is well Known throughout 
the United States. 

Secretary of State Olney has been ad- 
vised by wire of his imprisonment. 

The home mission board, which is hb- 
cated in Atlanta, has for some time been 
apprehensive for the safety of its mis- 
sionaries. It had been understood that 
should they deem it advisable to leave 
Cuba they would come over to Florida. 
Some of them are already in Tampa and 
Key West. 

Dr. Diaz was imprisoned more than once 
before on account of his religious teach- 
ings, but he has always been released 
when the United States authorities re- 
quested it. 

The news of his imprisonment will cause 
anxiety among his friends in this coun- 
try, but his associates in this city feel 
confident that the authorities at Wash- 
ington will act promptly to secure his 
release. 

The cause of his arrest is not known, as 
no details were specified in the brief cable 
announcing his imprisonment.

Hon. Jonathan Norcross Will Celebrate 
His Birthday. 


HAS BEEN ILL, BUT IS BETTER 


Is One of Atlanta’s Oldest Citizens 
and Has Been a Leading Citizen. 
Something of Him. 


Hon, Jonathan Norcross, one of the pio- 
neer citizens of this city, celebrates his 
eighty-eighth birthday today. 

Mr. Norcross is one of the very oldest 
inhabitants of Atlanta and has the love and 
admiration of every one who knows him. 
He is at present confined to his bed suffer- 
ing with the weakness of old age. For a 
time he was very low and grave doubts 
were expressed as to his recovery, but he is 
now on the mend and at last reports was 


doing better. 

Mr. Norcross is a northerner, having been 
born in Charleston, Me., but his sympathies 
were and are with the south and his love 
for Georgia ahd Atlanta is something 
wonderful. 

Fifty-two years ago, when the Gate City 
was known as Marthasville, and was only 
a lonely little village, Mr. Norcross came 
here and started into business. He rose 
rapidly and by his persistent, bard work 
and force of character soon became the 
leading man of the town. He was elected 
mayor in the year 1850. At that time At- 
lanta had a population of about 5,000 peo- 
ple and they were mostly of the very 
roughest element. Mr. Norcross filled his 
office in a way that reflected great credit 
upon himself and on the peeple who s0 
wisely elected him. He did some hard 
work while in that office and by his» un- 
daunted courage succeeded in eliminating 
the worst of the rougher class of people 
who were at that time in and about the 
city. i 

{t was through Mr. Norcross that the 
charter of the first bank ever established 
here was obtained. It was called the At- 
lanta bank. 

He has long since retired from active 
business life, but during that time he did 
everything for the bettering and advance- 
ment of Atlanta and her citizens. He has 
been at the head of numerous successful 
enterprises and is looked upon as the most 
level-headed business man in this section. 

When Mr. Norcross came here there were 
few railroads in this neighborhood. He 
wisely saw that a large city must have 
railroads and at once set to work to get 
them centered here. It is due largely to 
his energy and influence that Atlanta is 
the great railroad center that it is. 

1e@ was the first president of the Air- 
Line road and was one of the persons who 
Started it. He has done a great deal to- 
ward making the road what it is. 

On this, his ecighty-eighth birthday, he 
has the congratulations of every Atlantian 
and: their wish for his speedy aud perma- 
nent recovery. 

Jonathan Norcross Ill—Only Waiting, 

We learn that our esteemed old friend, 
Jonathan Norcross, is ill at his home in 
West End, and the simple announcement 
carries apprehension to thousands of 
loyal hearts. His name is so indissolubly 
connected with this great city, from its 
earliest beginning aown to the present 
time, that his demise would be deemed a 
personal loss ta every citizen. 

Every one knows Jonatham Norcross, and 
every one loves him, and now, while he 
is lingering in the twilight of immortality, 
the affections of his people are twined 
about him more closely than ever.

Woolbright has neither mother nor fath- 
er, and for some time has been dissatisfied 


with his home relations. He has threaten- 
ed to run away several times, and when his 
big brother gave him a severe whipping 
the other day for some little misdemeanor 
his determination seems to have been fixed. 

Jimmie and Bert have seemingly never 
been personal friends, and it is a matter of 
much wonder why they should have left 
together. They were seen to board @

McIntyre & Wardwell’s Cotton Letter. 
By Private Wire to the Paine-Murphy Lro- 
Kkerage Company. ' 
New York, April 16.—The prtminent in- 
terests recently Wentified with the bull 
side re-entered the market today and the 
early advance was attributable mainly to 
their buying. Then, too, Liverpool was 
higher and more active; receipts were 
small; exports, on the other hand, were 
again liberal. Reports from the dry goods 
trade were more encouraging, but specula- 
tion is by nv means large, and spinnerts, 
both in this country and in Furope, are 
pursuing a hard to mouth policy in their 
purchasing. This is realiy the worst feat- 
ure of the situation. The time is near at 
hand when weather conditicns at the south 
will become an important factor in specu- 
lation. Crop advices are favorable on the 
whole, but the bulk of acreage yet Tre- 
mains to be planted. Indications point to 
an enormous area—perhaps the largest on 
record—but an immense area does not in- 
sure a record-breaking yield of cotton. 
The news from the scuth is being closely 
watched, and any unfavorable weather de- 
velopments would be likely to cause a rise 
in prices. Today’s prices opened unchanged 
to 2 points higher and c:osed quiet and 
steady at an advance of 2@4 after sales of 
91,800 bales. Liverpoc! advanced 1@2 points 
for future delivery and was steady on the 
spot with sales of 10,000 bales.

The Exposition Buildings Will Be Sold 
on May 7th.

THE OUTLOOK IS HOPEFUL 


The Sale Will Be Conducted by the 
Trustees of the Bondholders, and 
Good Prices Are Expected. 


The exposition buildings are to be sold 
on May 7th, under the direction of the 
trustees of the bondholders, and in a 
short time after the sale is accom plished 
the tall structures will be leveled to the 
Freund and removed by the purchasers. 

The sale of the buildings, the price to 
be paid and other arrangements to be 
made in the near future are all interest- 
ing subjects to the public generally and to 
the stockholéers of the compary in par- 
ticular, for it is out of the funds received 
from the sale of the buildings that a large 
amount of the money with which to pay 
off the outstanding bonds is expected. 

The buildings which are to be sold Jo not 
include the transportation building and au- 
ditorium, as these buildings were on the 
grcvund before the new exposition was in- 
augurated, and are the property of the old 
Piedmont Exposition Company, but all the 
other builings not included will be sold at 
auction on May 7th. The terms, though 
nothing official has been announced, will 
doul.tless be cash and a sufficient time will 
be allowed the Purchasers Within which to 
remove the buicings alter they have been 
sold. : 

is What the Buildings Cost. 

rhe original cost of the exposition build- 
ings exclusive of tha auditorium and trans- 
portation buildings is about $125,000. All 
of the buildings are constructed of timber 
and material which cam be used for other 
purposes, thus making it possible for tne 
buildings to be bought for the lumber and 
material out of which they were buili. 

Phe itemized cost of the buildings is 
estimated as follows: 

Manufgctures, $46.000: are building, $16,- 
000: agricultural building, $82,000; macnin- 
ery hall, $43,009: mining and forestry build- 
ing, $17.000;: administration building, $1v,- 
000; fire and police building, $8,000; negro 
building, $1¢600; women’s building, $56,200; 
woman's building annex, $5,000; train shea, 
$4,500; life saving staticn, $1,700; customs 
$150; cattle shed, $3,040, and Gecrgiaf state 
oe $8,000, making a total cost of 
Go Ted, et, 

But the cost of the buildings is not to be 
con.pared with the selling price, as tne 
work of construction and many other itemns 
of expense are lost to the company, and 
nothing much more than the value of the 
material will be realized by the trustees. 

Other Sources of Revenue. 

It is not to the sale of the buildings that 
the trustees of the bondholders are looking 
for funds alone, but other sources of reve- 
nue are in sight Which will yield several 
thetsand dollars. 

President C. A. Collier has just returned 
from Washington, where he went several 
days ago to see what amount of the balance 
from the government appropriation was 
still remaining. He says the exposition will 
receive probably about $16,000 of this 
amount, as the exposition company is enti- 
tled to the balance, it having furnished the 
grading for the government buliding and 
made many expenditures on behalf of the 
government display. 

“There is about $16,000 now left of the 
eovernment appropriation,’’ said President 
Collier vesterday, “and I am quite sure 
there is no doubt about our vetting it, as 
we paid large amounts of money out for 
the government. We furnished the grading 
for the sovernment bnilding, puilt the life 
Saving station and equipped and maintained 
the forestry building, besides furnishing 
board to nearly all af the employes of the 
sovernment while they were at the exposi- 
tion. ' 


The Last of the Bronze Medals. 

About one-half of the bronze medals 
which were offered by the exposition com- 
pany have been received by Secretary Lew- 
is, and he has been advised that the remain- 
ing medals are now ready for shipment and 
will be received in a few days. 

“tT have received advices,” said General 
Lewis, ‘‘that the last shipment of branze 
medals will be made the latter part of this 
week, and then all will have been received. 

“The gold medals are paid for by those 
who won them, and as soon as 1 issue a 
diploma of awards showing that the ex- 
hibitor is entitled to a gold medal. 1! fur- 
nish an order to the manufacturer and the 
medal is delivered to the exhibitor. These 
— do not pass through my hands at 
all. 

After the buildings have been sold the 
work of the exposition officials wiil be 
practically finished and the grounds will be 
closed and used for private property by the 
owners.

Among those who oppose the repavement 
of the street is the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company, The company 
was represented at the meeting by Pres'- 
dent Joe! Hurt and Vice President Ernest 
Woodruff. They presented a communica- 
tion on the subject to Chairman Hutchison. 
The company says that it is not able to 
pay its share of having the street repaved, 
and it says that if it is decided to asphalt 
the street, it prefers to remove its tracks 
the ent.re distance. The reading of the 
communication caused a murmur, and it 
ait once Jaunched another interesting ques- 
tion for settlement. 

The Consolidated company thinks that 
the street can be repaired and maintained 
in good condition for five years at a very 
smail cost, at the expiration of which the 
property owners may be in better condi- 
ton to pay for the repavement.

We know that the present pave- 
ment) can at small cost be made better 
than it ever was, and which. would be all 
sufficient, at least until] a time when the 


parties who would be called upon’to pay - 


for the change could afford to do so. This 
compas. cannot afford to pay for. the 
repaving, and on this account objects to 
a passing of the ordinance. 

“In order that a repairing of the work 
may have a test, we respectfully petition 
for permission to repair a section of the 
street, as we undersiand it should be done 
to constitute a first-class job cf macadam, 
and we ask that this ordinance be at least 
suspended giving opportunity to this test, 
which will bé made at the earliest possible 
time. 

“We again renew our proposition to 
have the street throughout the entire 
length covered by the petition, put in 
thorough condition by a responsible con- 
tractor, and who will agree to keep it in 
good. condition for five years. The compen- 
sation the first year to be an amount equal 
to 6 per cent on the estimated cost of re- 
paving the street, and thereafter the an- 
nual charge to be only 6 per cent on the 
amount of what would be the city’s assess- 
ment for such repaving.

SAYS THAT HE DOES NOT FEAR

Believes That He Will Be Able To 
Show That He Did Not Give

Alex Carr Will Be Tried by a Jury 
Next Tuesday. 


HE OBJECTS TO THE TRIAL 


Carr Says He Is Being Interrupted 
Too Much in His Devotional Work. 
Has No Time for the Hearing. 


Alex Carr will be tried before Ordinary 
Calhoun Tuesday morning, at § o’clock, on 
the writ of lunacy which was granted 
several days ago. 

This announcement was made yesterday 
afternoon after a long conference between 
Ordinary Calhoun, Solicitor General Hill 
and Attorneys Arnold & Arnold. The at- 
torneys argued that the trial be held as 
soon as possible, as the day of executi#n 
was rapidly approaching and they desired 
prompt action on the part of the ordinary. 

Solicitor Charley Hill made no oppo- 
sition to the motion and stated that he 
wanted Carr to receive all the justice and 
mercy that was at the hands of the law 
to be dispensed. Ordinary Calhoun was 
not certain that the writ should lie in the 
court of ordinary under the _ strict in- 
terpretation of the section of the code bear- 
ing upon the question, but stated that 
since both the governor and the attorney 
general of the state had suggested that the 
granting of the writ would be legal, he had 
waived his opinion to a certain degree. 

Colonel Arnold said he was sure that 
Carr was crazy; even more certain was 
he of that fact now than he was before 
the startling confession was made. He 
said the action of Carr was perfectly nat- 
ural, as all lunatics had lucid moments, 

A jury will be impaneled Tuesday morn- 
ing by the sheriff and the ordinary, and 
the condemned man will be given one 
more opportunity to save his neck from 
the scaffold. 

Carr Objects to a Trial. 

Althougn the attorneys of Carr have 
bent every enegry in securing a trial be- 
fore the ordinary on a writ of lunacy, Carr 
himself seriously objects to the trial, and 
says he has no desire to be questioned or 
examined by a jury at this time. 

Carr was seen yesterday afternoon in 
his cell at the county jail, and when he 
was informed that he was to be givep an- 
other trial before the ordinary, he shook 
his head slowly, saying that it was bad 
news to him, as he did not care to go be- 
fore a jury, as the trial would interrupt his 
devotional exercises. 

“Il haven't time to be tried,’ said he, 
“and { don’t like the idea of having a lot 
of men examining me and asking me a 
lot of questions, Why they can't help but 
find me sane this time, for haven't 1 
told them all that 1 wasn't crazy’ Of 
course 1 ain’t crazy and my mind is grow- 
ing better and stronger every day. l 
am just as sensible as anybody in this jail 
and i don’t want any trial before the judge 
Qr anybody else. 


Spends His Time in Prayer, 


‘YT teat you,’ said Carr, in a serious man- 
ner, “| just don’t want to be tried at all, 
and | hope they won't treat me as they 
nava any longer. Il am busy getting 
ready to die, and I haven't got time to go 
to anybody's trial. 

“I am just as busy as I can be getting 
salvation,’’ Carr continued, “and I haven't 
got the time to spare to go to the trial. 
l am praying all the time and I am feel- 
ing better today about the future than I 
have ever felt. ' 

‘I don’t see why anybody wants to keep 
me here and not tell me what they are 
going to do with me, for I don’t like this 
way of doing business, I want to know 
wheré I am going and what is going to 
become of me. ° 

“I ain’t anxious to go to the asylum, I 
can tell you. If they ain’t a going to hang 
me théy ought to send me to the peniten- 
tiary, because I ain’t crazy a bit.”’ 

Carr does not appear to realize his se- 
rious position in the least, and while he 
talks sensibiy upon some questions, his 
manner and demeanor are far from that 
of a sane person. If he was feigning 
prior to his confession he is doubtless 
playing the role of a lunatic in the dis- 
guise of sanity. - 

He is greatly improved, however, jin per- 
sonal appearance, and seems to be enjoy- 
ing good health. 


HOT WEATHER WILL CONTINUE 
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Th3 Entire Country Suffering from 
Severe Heat. 

Weather Prophet Hunt viewed the horizon 
long and earnestly yesterday trving to 
discover some promise of relief from the 
oppressive heat.

The temperature here at § o'clock yes- 
terday morning was 66, Chicago #6, New 
York 66, New Orleans 68, Key West 74, Bis- 
marck, N. D., the coldest in the United 
States, being 2.

TALES OF SPANISH BRUTALITY. 


Letter from a Frenchman Detailing 
the Barbaric Methods of Weyler. 
From The Globe-Democrat. 

Paris, April 11.A French resident in 
Cuba, writing io Le Soir, gives a lamenta- 
ble account of the situation there. The 
rebels, he thinks, will eventually shake off 
Spenish rule. He says the war has as- 
simed a ferocious character that did not 
exist under General Campos's rule. The 
prisons are crowded with Cubans arrested 
on suspicion. Steamers leave for Spain 
with whole cargoes of men under sentence 
of tranportetion after clandestine trials. 
It is true that Weyler has not as yet 
shot any one in the towns, but the troops 
have leave to shoot or run through with 
their bayonets any peasants suspected of 
being acquainted with the rebels. The 
victims are afterwards entered in the list 
of rebels killed on the field of battle. Con- 
sequently the island is in a state of fear- 
ful panic, and the Cubans from sheer de- 
spair take to the jungies. 

Last week forty-two young men, some of 
them of the first families of Havana, join- 
ed Maceo. The governor a fortnight ago 
heard that the rebels were ten miles from 
Havana. He sent a column of volunteers 
to dislodge them. It arrived two hours af- 
ter the enemy had departed. Fhe Spaniards 
fell upon the villagers, killing twenty-three, 
among thm a man of seyenty, a lad of 
fifteen and three invalids. 

A few days ago at Casiguas, eighteen 
miles from the capital, a band of volun- 
teers, infuriated at the resolutions of the 
American congress, went to a farm be- 
longing to an American citizen and shat his 
six sons, the eldest, aged nineteen, surviv- 
ing, however, to tell the tale. This case 
has been taken in hand by the American 
consul. 

After the battle of Olavita, the Span- 
iards shot the manager of a sugar planta- 
tion, a Frenchman, named Betharte, who 
came up to them with the French flag 
wrapped around him. He was accused of 
having sheltered the rebels. : 

The papers in Havana tell nothing but 
lies. No reliance whatever can be placed 
in the lists of Spanish and Cubans killed 
and wounded. The island is in a state of 
misery and emigration Is taking place on 
a large scale to New York, Jamaica, Porto 
Rico, Tampa and Mexico.

Schoo Teachers wil Be Delayed in 
Getting Their Salary. 


THE BOARD WITHOUT A HEAD 


Much Interest Manifested in the Elec- 
tion of a New Commissioner and 
There Are Many Candidates.

On account of the unsettled condition of 
affairs in the county board of education 
the teachers who have been employed by 
the board and who have tsught county 
district schools for the first quarter of this 
year are anxious to know when their sal- 
aries for the quarter will be paid. 

On account of the death of Judge John 
N. Fain, for many years school commis- 
sioner, and the failure of Judge Adam 58. 
Poole to qualify for the position to which 
he was elected, the county board is with- 
out a commissioner, and as the law pro- 
vides that the salaries of teachers are to 
be made out by the commissioner of the 
board the teachers will be campelled to 
wait a few days longer than usual! for the 
amount due them by the state. 

For the present Mr. E. S. ‘Morris, 
board, is acting secretary and is enguged 
in making out the pay rolis and kKeejng 
the books, but it is probable that his 
work will be revised by the new comiui:s- 
sioner, as the law provides that he atone 
has the right to make out the pay rolls 
and request for a warrant from the ECV- 
ernor for the amount of money due ine 
teachers. 

The first quarter of the scholastic year 
ended on the last day of March an! the 
Salary of the teachers was due within 
thirty days from the expiration of ihe 
but as there is no commissioner 
of the board the teachers will propably 
have to wait a few days longer fo: their 
pay. On May 7th the unexpired term to 
Which Judge Poole was elected will ex- 


of the 


pire and a commissioner will have to be 
elected by the board for a term of four 
years. The new board will be. organized 
on May Ist, and it is probable that the 
new commissioner will be duly elected 
prior to the expiration of the present un- 
expired term. 
Teachers Will Be Paid. 

Though there will be a deiay of a 
days in the payment.of the teachers, the 
money is now in the big vault of the 
State and would be ready for payment to- 
day were the board in a proper position to 
make application for the warrant. 

Under the law the money should be paid 
the teachers on or before the last day of 
April, but as there is now no commissioner 
the teachers will have to wait until about 
the 7th or 8th of (May, when the pay rolls 
will be completed by the newly-elected 
commissioner and paid at once. 

The law requires that the pay rolls be 
made out by: the cammissioner and the 
Statement is then placed in the hands of 
the state school commissioner, who ap- 
proves the account and a warrant is then 
issued by the governor on the state treas- 
urer, who draws a-check payable to the 
county school cammissioner and the money 
is then drawn by this official and paid out 
to the. teachers. 

With the exception of Captain Liddell, 
who is now chairman of the bonrd, and 
Mr. FE. S. Morris, now acting secretary of 
the board, the other members will be the 
ones recently elected by the getand jury. 

After April Ist the board will be com- 
posed of ex-Governor Northen, W. P. Pa- 
tillo, Dr. L. S. Hopkins, Captain Liddell 
and Ek, S. Morris. 

Several days ago the grand jury asked 
Captain Liddell, the chairman of the 
board, to hand in his resignation. The 
chairman refused to do this, but an- 
nounced that he had taken the matter 
under advisement and would continue as 
chairman until he had decided just what 
he would do in the matter. Since that 
time, however, Chairman Liddell has 
stated that he would in all probability 
hand in his resignation to the new’ board, 
which will probably be done just as soon 
as the new board is thoroughly organized 
and is ready for business. 

Who Will Be Commissoner? 

Much interest is being manifested in the 
result of the clection which is soon to be 
called for a commissfongr 

Upon the death of Judge Fai, Judze 
Poole, together with several others, an- 
nounced themselves candidates for the po- 
sition. Judge Foole was given the ap- 
pointment by the board, but he was in- 
formed that he had been. elected to the 
short unexpired term only. 

‘He thereupon announced that he would 
not accept the election, as he had been in- 
formed previous to that time that he was 
to be elected to the long term of four 
years. This action or the part of Judge 
Pocle left the hoart without a commis- 
sioner and thus matters will remain until 
the next election in the early part of next 
month is called by the state school com- 
missioner. 

Assistant State School Commissioner 
Guinn has been mentioned as the prob- 
able commissioner, although he has made 
no effort to secure the position. His lit- 
ness for the office and his familiarity with 
the work have impressed his friends with 
the fact that he should be elected and he 
will doubtless he asked to accept the 
office.
